Plant Them Now 


During the year, nearly all ot 


the shade trees in this town have 
cither been dug up or damaged to 
where they are worth but little. 
Nearly everywhere the paving has 
been put down, trees have come 
up. 


This leaves all on equal footing. 


We need trees. They help the gen- 
eral appearance ot the city, anil 
u/l'l much to the comfort of the 
homes. 


Water oaks will grow here, "but 


it takes them forever to get any 
sine. Sycamore trees have proven 
a failure, and we have wasted a 
dozen years experimenting with 
them. The elm doesn't do well, 
so we have to fall buck on the 
North Carolina poplar, the China, 
or the mulberry, and they arc not 
satisfactory, but are thrifty trees, 
and arc well adapted to this soil. 


But here of late the idea of put- 


ting out fruit trees has gained fa- 
vor, and hundreds of pecans have 
been planted out. We have many 
in town already, and some KCiitter- 
ed over the county. They grow 
well here, and bear well, and make 
a good shade, too. The shade is- 
n't so dense, but one can put up 
with the pecan, for the fruit will 
be coming along in a few years. 
The seedlings take their time 
about bearing, it is said, but there 
is no use in planting them when 
one can get the budded trees, that 
will bear much quicker. Many 
are planting them out for shade 
trees on the grass plot in front of 
the 
home, and in a few years 


many pecans will be produced 
here in town. This is the season 
to put them out. Those who havp- 
n't can get them within a week 
They are from $1 to $1 50 a tree. 


Why Not Pave It? 


Troy street should be paved, and 


could be paved now cheaper than 
it could at any other time.
